1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Zambrano (5,777,367) appears to be the closest prior art reference. Zambrano teaches 
substantially the entire claimed structure, as recited in claim 1 , except a high voltage N 
well. Therefore, prior art do not teach or render obviousness the semiconductor 
structure, as claimed.
